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Docket No. 32533 on Piggy-Back and Forwarder Volume 
Rates Wins Nod from ICC, Appeal Expected Soon 


The ICC has upheld challenged railroad rates and freight forwarder 
volume commodity rates utilizing truck trailers transported by rail. 

Docket No. 32533 involved Plan 3 service in which the shipper pro- 
vides the trailer. It also involved Plan 4 in which the shipper furnishes 
the flatear. Since 1958, many of the rates have been in effect. 


The ICC’s decision consolidates a 
number of proceedings which had 
been subject of separate recom- 
mendations by hearing examiners 
Lawrence B. Dunn and George A. 
Dahan. 

In its remarks, the ICC said that 
testimony does not indicate that 
the motor common carrier indus- 
try “is in peril of destruction if 
the assailed plans are approved 
The cost evidence indicates that 
the rates and charges exceed the 
cost of the services and provide a 
substantial contribution to the 
overhead burden. 

“Even though the freight for- 
warders and consolidators account 
for the great bulk of the traffic 
which moves in the assailed ser- 
vices, it cannot be said that much 
traffic would not be moving in un- 
regulated transportation were it 
not for such services.” 

The Commission said that the 
rates and charges “are the end re- 
sult of an effort by the respondent 
railroads to regain traffic lost 
mainly to nonregulated carriage 
and to maintain their position as 
a strong partner in the national 
transportation system.”

ATA National Accounting and Finance Council Hears 
Curry Warn Against Financial Starvation, Rich Diet 


Neil J. Curry dropped some hot 
tips into the lap of the American 
Trucking Associations’ National 
Accounting and Finance Council 
meeting in Denver. 

Curry; president of the California 
Cartage Co., Los Angeles, pointed 
out that the man who manages 
a company’s captial should not only 
cultivate ample credit sources but 
also maintain a lean diet for the 
company if it is to prosper. He 
told the group that a _ business 
should always feel the need for 
more captial, but he also warned 
against financial starvation. 

“We cannot starve the business 
financially,” he said, “even though 
it might be possible to show 
satisfactory earnings.” Curry 
pointed out that such starvation 
severely limits a company’s free- 
dom of action. 

He said facts show that financial 
management generally remains the 
weakest area of corporate manage- 
ment. “This includes motor car- 
riers. Instead of carefully planning 
financial requirements and budget- 
ing financial resources,’ Curry 
said, “through lack of financial 
management, we back into a finan- 
cial situation. And we seldom back 
into progress.” 

Curry said that a motor carrier’s 
most ready source of money lies 
in its own freight accounts re- 
ceivable. The financial manager, 
Curry feels, should consider it as 
a prerequisite that he obtain the 
maximum turn-over of receivables 
before any consideration is given 
to other sources of capital. 

Other speakers at the five-day 
convention included John J. Gill, 
president of the American Truck- 
ing Associations, Inc.; George 
Kirschbaum, vice president, Trans- 
port Indemnity Co.; James W. 
McElderrey, Farmers Insurance 
Co.; and W. W. Tacha, vice presi- 
dent-treasurer, Ringsby Truck 
Lines, Inc. 
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ATA Registers Its Opposition 
To Three-Man Employe Boards 


The general counsel of the Amer- 
ican Trucking Associations, Inc., 
has expressed strong opposition 
to H.R. 6716 which provides for 
review of initial orders of ICC 
examiners or joint boards by three- 
man employe boards. 

ATA counsel Peter T. Beardsley 
told a House subcommittee that an 
impossible burden is placed on a 
man “to ask him to participate 
in promoting a position four days 
of a week and to drop his executive 
attitude and sit as an impartial 
judge in the same area on the 
fifth.” 

Under the procedure provided 
by the bill, whenever exceptions 
were filed to an initial report, the 
Commission’s employe board would 
take jurisdiction, with the parties 
having the right to appeal its 
decision to the division. “The bill,’ 
Beardsley said, “provides for three 
procedural steps before the Com- 
mission, rather than the two pres- 
ently involved.”

Requirements for An Ideal Air Freighter 


EVEN basic specifications 

must be met if a successful 

and economical all-cargo 
plane is to be built for domestic 
service. 

This opinion was expressed re- 
cently by Charles Froesch, vice 
president in charge of engineering 
for Eastern Air Lines. He was a 
speaker at the Spring Aeronautic 
Meeting of the Society of Auto- 
motive Engineers. 


Before listing the seven require- 
ments shown above, he called for 
a fresh approach to the air cargo 
problem. 

Froesch visualized use of stand- 
ardized containers which can be 
flown or carried on trucks. He 
recommended that they be trans- 
ferable from ground vehicle to 
aircraft at substantially the same 
level, eliminating the need for the 
costly lift equipment needed with 
converted passenger aircraft.

When 
the approach is too high, he sees only white light. When the plane is on the 
correct approach slope, the pilot sees white light from the two nearer banks, 


and red from the two farther banks. 
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For international air freight 
service, the speaker called for a 
return to flying boats. These 
should have a 500-ton, or larger, 
payload capacity. Such aircraft 
could use “nature’s largest air- 
ports—the seas, rivers, and lakes.” 

But for domestic air cargo, 
Froesch said, “common sense bal- 
anced by cost consciousness” 
necessary if we are to “develop 
the air freight business to its 
rightful size.” 

He suggested that wing areas 
be increased in future freight 
plane design rather than install 
“an extensive conglomeration of 
wing leading and trailing edge 
devices which are expensive to 
manufacture and maintain.” 

Referring to the inadequacies of 
converted passenger aircraft, 
Froesch pointed out that “no one 
today would take a motorbus, rip 
out its interior furnishings, in- 
stall a subfloor, cover its windows 
with chicken wire, enlarge its 
emergency door, and call it a 
truck.” 

“The challenge is to design for 
5% cents direct flight costs per 
ton mile at 60 per cent load factor, 
and assuming 600 to 800 miles 
between stops.” Present operating 
costs for air freighters, Froesch 
said, range between 18 and 25 
cents per ton-mile.@

Worth a Try 


A popular topic of conversation these days 
among any two or three people—traffic men, 
carriers, materials handling engineers, packag- 
ing experts or other members of the physical 
distribution team—is containerization. 

Among those favoring these large shipping 
units are carriers, handling and packaging en- 
gineers, traffic managers, and, of course, con- 
tainer makers. Of these, the traffic and carrier 
people are somewhat “iffy;” more than not. 
They worry about such things as return loads. 
initial cost, storage, and maintenance. These 
are proper items for concern, of course. 

Then there are the skeptics. They say that 
the concept needs more time, more users, in- 
centive rates, and a system for leasing and 
interchange. 

One fellow told us that he couldn’t use these 
large, new containers because his products— 
hardware—are heavy and irregular in shape. 
We suggested that they could hold a wide as- 
sortment of hardware. His customers mostly 
are hardware wholesalers and mill supply 
houses. He hemmed and hawed, agreed and 
disagreed. 

Then there was the fellow associated with 
a plastics manufacturing firm. His shipments 
consist of bulk lots of like parts, light in 
weight, shipped in corrugated cartons. 

“What's the point of using a large, expensive 
container,” he asked, “when the customer is 
satisfied with the way they’re shipped?” 

Probably no point, we said offhand. How- 
ever, we offered the thought that, if larger 
shipments could be made less frequently, a 
better rate might be obtained. 

We admit that containerization still is in 
the development stage. But, as with all new 
concepts, some men are more imaginative and 
see advantages right off. Others are slower to 
catch on. 

It may well be—although we have our 
doubts—that some products never will be 
adapted to the “large, economy size” con- 
tainers. However, we suggest the old tried and 
true adage, “If at first you don’t succeed, try 
and try again.” It may pay dividends. 


Grass Roots Problem 


We believe that statisticians are a most log- 
ical and clear thinking group. But for some 
reason, they don’t compile data the way we 
want it. 

Take warehouse fire statistics for example. 
A warehouse fire is just a warehouse fire. It 
takes a lot of digging to find out if a warehouse 
is leased or owned, and by whom. 

We got on this fact search binge because 
of a recent warehouse fire in an old residential 
area of an eastern city. 

This fire got wide publicity. It was covered as 
a news item. It was the subject of editorials as 
an example of an undesirable business within 
city limits. People even wrote letters to the 
local papers demanding that city authorities 
move all warehouses away—far away—from 
residential areas. 

Because of our interest in warehousing as 
a distribution service, we were concerned with 
the irate comments of this aroused community. 
This is what drove us to study fire statistics. 
And this is what we found: 

This small city has had 630 fires since Jan- 
uary 1900. About 10 per cent were industrial 
or business buildings. Of this group, 30 per 
cent—21—were warehouses. That’s a Jot. 

But it took three days of research to find 
out that only one was a public warehouse. The 
others were private storage facilities, some 
nothing more than sheds or small garages. 

We can’t expect newspaper reporters, fire 
department clerks or insurance company sta- 
tisticians to care who owns what warehouse. 
But we do think that public warehousemen 
should. Over the years they have built a fine 
reputation. It should not be destroyed by 
careless news reporting. 

We know that the several warehousemen’s 
associations are aware of this problem, and 
that they have tried to solve it. But, as we 
see it, this is a grass roots problem. It should 
be handled on the local level by individual 
warehousemen, whether or not they are mem- 
bers of any association.

THE ROUTE OF CEUVRTEOUS SERVICE 
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PIGGY-BACK RATES BACKED—Railroads 
won one round in the piggy-back fight last month 
when an ICC hearing examiner urged the com- 
mission to approve cut rates on automobiles mov- 
ing TOFC in the East. The examiner made the 
finding on the basis that the reduced rates were 
necessary because of truck competition. Even if 
the rates in question barely top the railroad out- 
of-pocket costs for the service, they should be 
approved under the competitive ratemaking laws, 
he said. Where they do not cover out-of-pocket 
rail costs, they should be raised only to that 
break-even point. 

In another case, however, another examiner 
recommended the ICC rule unjust and unreason- 
able TOFC rates on cars in the central, southern, 
and southwestern areas because they do not recog- 
nize different values and weights for different 
cars. 


HIGHWAY TAX BOOST—Highway trans- 
port costs are going up again. The new highway 
financing program will add about $800 million a 
year in new taxes to finish construction of the 
41,000-mile interstate network and the other high- 
ways on time in 1972. The law will: Keep gas 
and diesel fuel taxes at 4 cents a gal. through 
1972; raise to 10 cents a lb the old 8-cent tax on 
tires and 9-cent tax on tubes; raise the old 3-cent 
tax on recap rubber to 5 cents; tax large trucks 
$3 a 1000 lb instead of $1.50, and use all truck, 
bus, and trailer taxes for highways. 


EXEMPT LOCAL DRIVERS—Drivers and 
drivers’ helpers making local deliveries under trip 
rates or similar pay plans and not covered by 
ICC regulation are now specifically exempt from 
overtime provisions of the minimum wage law. 
The law previously exempted only workers for 
whom the ICC regulates maximum hours of ser- 
vice. The minimum wage, which is raised from 
the present $1 an hour to $1.15 this Sept. 3 and 
to $1.25 an hour in 1963, still applies to both 
categories of workers. In order for a firm to gain 
the exemption from overtime requirements, it must 
secure a ruling from the secretary of labor that 
the trip rates or other delivery payment plan for 
local drivers has the effect of reducing the hours 
worked to the normal 40-hour work week. 
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EXCISES CONTINUED — The decade-old 
“temporary” excise tax on new trucks and cars 
will remain in effect for at least another year. 
Congress has once again extended the Korean 
war taxes, which add 10 per cent to the retail 
price of vehicles. Rep. C. E. Chamberlain, R., 
Mich., in urging its repeal unsuccessfully, termed 
the tax an “emergency brake that has been hold- 
ing back the automotive industry.” 


RETIREMENT PLAN POSSIBLE—A meas- 
ure to give businessmen and other self-employed 
persons a tax break in setting up their retirement 
programs has passed the House, but faces strong 
opposition in the Senate. The House overwhelm- 
ingly passed the bill, which would permit a self- 
employed person to deduct from taxes up to 10 
per cent of his yearly income if placed in an ap- 
proved retirement fund. The limit in any year 
would be $2500. Taxes would be due on these 
funds when withdrawn on retirement. 


SEEK AIRWAY FEES—Government avia- 
tion officials are pushing hard for new fees from 
airlines to pay for safety facilities. Federal Avia- 
tion Agency says civil aviation must pay air 
safety costs just as vehicle operators pay for 
better highways. Demand came as the govern- 
ment argued for extending the 2-cent tax on avia- 
tion gasoline to jet fuels, now untaxed. The gov- 
ernment says the switch to jets will cut revenues 
from the aviation gas tax $2 million next year, 
and should be made up by taxing jet fuels. 


GAS TAXES RISE—State gas taxes add up 
to a whopping bill for vehicle operators. New 
figures from the U. S. Census Bureau show that 
the 50 states collected $3,335,000,000 ($3 billion) 
in motor fuel taxes last year. Add to that the 
$1,468,000,000 ($1 billion) the states collected in 
motor vehicle license fees, and the cost of driving 
gets pretty steep. 


COMPACT SAVINGS—Savings from the 
lower prices of compact cars are now officially 
recognized by the government. Federal figure ex- 
perts have taken note of the lower cost of the 
compacts, as well as imported cars, in figuring 
the cost of living in the country.

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How to containerize 


HERE is no magic formula 

for packing general export 

cargo into containers. Each 
shipment, each container, each 
commodity presents a _ different 
problem; offers a separate solu- 
tion. 

Two basic principles continue 
to stand out. Both are well known. 
They are: 

1. Pack the load as solidly as 
possible. 

2. “Mate” the shipment to the 
container. 

Packing cargo solidly, from 
front to rear and from bottom to 
top, serves a double purpose. 
First, since most ocean freight 
charges are based on cubic den- 
sity, it is important to make the 
most of available space. Second, 
tight packing eliminates the need 
for dunnage; reduces damages. A 
solidly packed container load pro- 
vides its own dunnage while ef- 
fectively utilizing all available 
inside cube. 

“Mating” cargo with a container 
has many advantages. The closer 
the cubic capacity of the contain- 
er is to the overall cubic measure- 
ments of the freight, the easier 
the packing. In addition, the hold- 
ing capacity of the container and 
the cargo’s weight are important 
factors. 

Selection of the proper con- 
tainer often is the key to the en- 
tire shipping problem.

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CASE STUDY 1: 125,000 lb of out- 
board motors to Europe. 

Using domestic packaging, a paper- 
board carton measuring 16.9 cu ft 
and weighing 210 lb each, about 585 
motors were shipped from Minne- 
apolis. 

Five 33-ft aluminum containers 
were used. Each carried 117 motors. 
The net weight of each container load 
was 24,900 lb. 

Packing was relatively simple be- 
cause all items were the same. They 
were triple stacked, three abreast in 
13 rows. The inside measurements of 
the container (32 ft 7 in. long, 7 ft 
8 in. wide, and 7 ft 10 in. high) al- 
lowed only a few inches of air at the 
top and near the doors. 

Thus the freight provided its own 
dunnage. Packing density and load 
distribution presented no problem. 


CASE STUDY 2: Steel helicopter 
framing packed in wooden containers. 

A New England helicopter company 
solved its shipping problem by con- 
tainerizing $1 million worth of in- 
dustrial jigs. Plywood and steel 
framed containers were used for 
15,990 lb consignment. 

The shipment consisted of 18 jigs 
and 6 cartons of parts. The company 
leased three permanent plywood con- 
tainers with inside measurements of 
13 ft 7 in. long x 7 ft 7 in. wide x 6 
ft 3 in. high. The fourth plywood 
container was 19 ft 10 in. x 10 ft 
6 in. x 10 ft 7 in. 

These containers have a loading 
capacity of up to 10,000 lb. They 
were selected instead of steel units 
because of weight and the heavy-lift 
problem. 

The shipment was packed as fol- 
lows, the larger container appearing 
last: 
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Gross Wt. Net Wt. Contents 
5500 3505 4 jigs 

6455 4505 5 jigs, 1 box 
5880 3930 1 jig, 2 boxes 
6652 4050 8 jigs, 3 boxes 


After loading, the jigs were tied 
down and furniture pads used to 
cushion each section. As an added 
precaution, the cartons were braced 
against the jigs. 

The largest section of the framing, 
a huge 3500 lb portion of the tail 
assembly, proved too high and wide 
for any of the containers available. 
Being 13 ft long and 9 ft high, it 
had to be angled into one of the 
14 x 8 x 6 ft containers by two fork 
trucks. Inside, it was maneuvered to 
fit diagonally from top to bottom. 
Some padding was added to keep the 
section from rubbing against the 
corner joints of the inside walls. 


CASE STUDY 3: Auto spare parts 
from factory to distributor. 

This problem was how to move 
22,400 lb of mixed auto parts from 
Europe to New York City per month. 
In all, over 750 different items were 
to be shipped. For the trial shipment, 
eight containers were employed—all 
with inside dimensions of 7 ft 5 in. 
long, 6 ft 3 in. wide, and 6 ft high. 

Bundling the heavier items—bump- 
ers, fenders, etc.—on the bottom and 
then placing excelsior between the 
bundles, stacks were built up. With 
one-quarter of the container still 
empty, the miscellaneous hardware 
and smaller parts, all in cartons, were 
stacked across the bundles and braced 
against each other until the container 
was filled. 

Two full rows of cartons were 
stacked above the bundles, leaving 
no room on top and only a few inches 
near the doors. 

Seven of the containers were packed 
this way. The eighth was only eight- 
tenths filled. The importer’s packers, 
not realizing that another container 
could have been substituted, packed 
the dead space with excelsior before 
sealing the container. 

In transit, slight damage occurred 
in this partially loaded container, 
proving that proper packing is the 
key to successful containerization. 
Today this shipper even includes 
windshields and other glass items in 
his monthly shipments.@

Outstanding C.0.D. Payments 


To The Editor: 

One of our warehouse accounts has 
asked us to obtain an opinion on the 
following: Material was stored in a 
warehouse in upstate New York. 
Orders were transmitted to the ware- 
house for assembly and distribution. 
The warehouse maintained a fleet of 
delivery trucks under the same com- 
pany name to effect final delivery of 
this merchandise. Some of these were 
forwarded on a c.o.d. basis. This 
warehouse has now been closed 
through legal action. A_ sizeable 
amount of c.o.d. funds have not been 
transmitted to the shipper. What re- 
course does the shipper have against 
the warehouse and are there any legal 
precedents to support this?

Although I have for many years 
written up all higher court litigations 
on various subjects of law, I have no 
records of a case exactly to point of 
your legal question. 

It would seem, however, that the 
warehouse company is fully liable for 
payment of these c.o.d. charges to the 
shipper. For what good legal reason 
can the shipper be denied payment of 
the money collected on these charges? 

I suggest that you consult an ex- 
perienced and dependable local lawyer 
and explain all of the manu details 
and facts to him. He will then be able 
to properly advise you. 

Naturally a demand should be made 
for payment after which a proper suit 
would be filed against the warehouse 
company. The court which closed the 
warehouse will render its opinion ac- 
cordingly —Leo T. Parker, DA Legal 
Consultant.

For 60 years DISTRIBUTION AGE 
has been discussing the many prob- 
lems of physical distribution. For the 
past decade it has focused atten- 
tion on the developments discussed 
in this article one by one. Unlike 
the earlier presentations, this article 
brings together the new forces in 
distribution and weighs each as a 
factor in reducing inventory. The 
article is excerpted from a speech 
given at the recent Management 
Engineering Conference of the So- 
ciety for Advancement of Manage- 
ment, American Society of Mechan- 
ical Engineers. 


HERE are forces at work to- 
Tes in physical distribution 
which could produce the tan- 
gible result of cutting inventories. 
If all manufacturers adopt 


them, $5 billion in inventories 
would be freed for reinvestment. 
Also, the annual cost of carrying 
inventories — including interest, 
insurance, taxes, obsolescence, and 
storage — would be reduced be- 
tween $750 million and one billion 
dollars. Every company can bene- 
fit proportionately. 

Rising costs and narrowing 
profit margins make it essential 
that businessmen be generally fa- 
miliar with new developments in 
physical distribution. Future 
plans for new plants and ware- 
houses, new products, even re- 
search expenditures, should be 
made with some knowledge of the 
subject. 

Of the many developments and 
proposals evident at every hand, 
here are five which I consider 
basic: 

Electronic Data Processing 
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The big five

Each is interesting. They have 
one characteristic in common — 
each helps to cut the leadtime be- 
tween placing a purchase order 
and receipt of a shipment. A cut 
in leadtime makes possible a re- 
duction in inventories. 

Leadtime is the time between 
the decision to place an order and 
the arrival of the goods in a place 
ready for use. Three elements 
make up the major part of total 
leadtime—the time required to 
transmit an order to the shipping 
point, order processing time at the 
shipping point, and transit time 
between the shipping point and 
the destination. Inventory refers 
primarily to finished products in 
manufacturer’s plant and field 
stocks, but includes raw materials 
and in-process inventory as well. 
New developments in five fields in 
distribution can cut leadtime and 
make it possible to work with 
lower inventories. 


EDP Cuts OPT 


Electronic computers cut lead- 
time by reducing order processing 
time. Order processing time is the 
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time between receipt of an order 
at a shipping point and pick up of 
the shipment by the carrier. 

The computers which particu- 
larly interest me are those applied 
to distribution: Sales forecasting, 
sales order processing, finished 
goods inventory control, and re- 
lated applications such as produc- 
tion planning and raw materials 
and in-process inventory control. 

How many computers are now 
in operation? About 4000, renting 
for a minimum of $1000 per month. 
Of these, about one-third are 
leased by government and other 
non-business organizations, leav- 
ing 2800 leased by business. How 
many computers are applied in 
distribution? If it is as many as 
50 per cent, only 1350 are used for 
this purpose. 

The benefits to be derived by 
applying a substantial proportion 
of these to distribution can be il- 
lustrated by the experience of my 
company. 

Of the three computers Ameri- 
can Cyanamid Co. uses in distri- 
bution, the IBM Ramac system in- 
stalled in our Surgical Products 
Division at Danbury, Connecticut, 
is the most complete. This system 
maintains inventories of 1700 
items at 43 locations. It computes 
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(Continued from Preceding Page) 


field stock replenishment quanti- 
ties, forecasts sales, writes up 
orders and invoices, plans and 
schedules production, and esti- 
mates material requirements. 

Leadtime is cut in three ways. 
First the speed of the computer 
completes the many steps neces- 
sary in processing an order in less 
time. Next, by calculating the 
quantities necessary to replenish 
field stocks as they are being de- 
pleted, it eliminates stock orders 
from field warehouse locations. 

Lastly, it integrates sales fore- 
casts and production plans to make 
finished products available in 
stock with minimum delay due to 
back orders. 


Telecommunications Cuts 


Changing technology in telecom- 
munications is the second new 
development in materials distribu- 
tion which cuts leadtime. Telecom- 
munications includes communica- 
tion by telephone, telegraph and 
microwave. Microwave communi- 
cation is by high-frequency radio 
wave requiring towers for line of 
sight transmission. Leadtime is 
cut by reducing the time required 
to transmit an order from the cus- 
tomer to the supplier. 

Technology is changing rapidly. 
Of particular interest in distribu- 
tion are recent developments in 
transmission of messages in the 
form of data from one business 
machine to another—punched 
cards and tapes. While almost all 
of the Bell System’s communica- 
tions load is still by voice, it is 
estimated that by 1970 one-half of 
the total volume of long-distance 
business will be in the form of 
data. 

A variety of equipment is avail- 
able for transmission. IBM has a 
low-cost system which transmits 
the data on punched cards by elec- 
trical impulses over ordinary tele- 
phone lines. Upon receipt, the im- 
pulses are converted back into 
punched cards. 

Other systems convert cards to 
paper tape and back to cards again 
via telegraph lines. 

Telecommunications has been 
used for many years for order 
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transmission. Orders have been 
telephoned to suppliers as long as 
telephones have been in use. Tele- 
type is used extensively with the 
advantage of producing a written 
order. 

Since the data on customers’ 
orders ends up on punched cards 
for record purposes in most com- 
panies today, the sooner in the 
ordering process cards are cre- 
ated, the more manual order writ- 
ing operations can be eliminated. 
This means preparation of the 
card by the customer. 

The route for an order with po- 
tentially the shortest transmission 
time is from the customer’s office 
direct to the data processing cen- 
ter at the shipping point. 

Transmission of orders on 
punched cards by telecommunica- 
tions is applicable particularly to 
repetitive orders of standard prod- 
ucts from distributors to manufac- 
turers. It is worth considering by 
any business sending or receiving 
orders with great frequency, par- 
ticularly when there is a computer 
installation at the shipping point. 


Containerization Cuts 


Containerization is the third 
new development in distribution. 
Leadtime is cut by cutting transit 
time. It eliminates time-consuming 
rehandling of individual packages 
during loading, transit, and un- 
loading. 

To be of greatest value to ship- 
pers, containers should be loaded, 
not at a truck dock, but at the end 
of the packing line within the 
plant. Unloading should be as near 
the final point of storage or use 
as possible. 

Containers can also be used as 
substitutes for warehouses, both 
at origin and destination. Time is 
saved by eliminating one separate 
handling entirely as well as sav- 
ing the cost of a warehouse. 

Containerization received great 
impetus as a result of revived in- 
terest in piggy-backing in 1953 
and by introduction in 1958 of 
Plan III (where the shipper owns 
or leases the container or trailer). 
Today, piggy-back service under 
one or more plans is offered by 55 
railroads and accounts for two per 
cent of total carloadings. 

Forward-looking railroads like 
the New York Central, the Rock 
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Island, and the Milwaukee offer 
pure containerization through de- 
mountable van containers which 
can be shipped by truck and steam- 
ship as well as by rail. 

Steamship lines have made more 
progress on containerization to 
date than other modes of trans- 
portation, with the Grace Line, the 
Bull Line, Matson Navigation 
Service, and Sea-Land Service 
among the most active. Although 
truck lines have been more cau- 
tious, some, such as Helms Ex- 
press, operate tandem trailers with 
demountable chassis over the turn- 
pikes. 

The airlines, plagued with poor 
plane utilization caused by anti- 
quated cargo ground handling, are 
buying all-cargo, tail-loading 
equipment such as Canadair’s CL- 
44. This four-engined turboprop 
plane can take full advantage of 
containerization. 


Interstate Highway System Cuts 


The Interstate Highway System, 
now about 25 per cent complete, 
is the fourth development. Shorter 
leadtimes are possible by cuts in 
truck transit time up to as much 
as 50 per cent. 

The Interstate Highway System 
is to consist of a 41,000-mile net- 
work of dual lane, limited access 
roads linking 48 States. Construc- 
tion, which is to be spread over 13 
to 16 years, is financed jointly by 
the federal government and the 
states on a 90-10 per cent basis. 

The turnpikes were the fore- 
runners of the system. Most of 
them are now part of it. Comple- 
tion of the New Jersey Turnpike 
in 1952 was closely followed by 
the east-west portion of the Penn- 
sylvania Turnpike in 1954, the 
Ohio Turnpike in 1955, and Indi- 
ana’s East-West Turnpike in 1956. 
Affording average speeds in ex- 
cess of 50 miles per hour, the 
turnpikes made high-speed, inter- 
state trucking a reality. 

At present, about 10,000 of the 
Interstate System are in use, in- 
cluding 2300 miles of the turn- 
pikes. Forty-six hundred miles are 
under construction. 

The future impact of the Inter- 
state Highway System on trucking 
service can be appreciated by com- 
paring its projected 41,000-mile

Developed by Sofia Brothers, Inc., New York moving 
firm, and St. Regis Paper Co., the van measures 
4x 5x 7 ft. With its skid it weighs 60 lb—that’s 
110 lb less than the same size van in corrugated board. 
Despite its weight savings, the new van costs $4 less 
to produce than one in corrugated. 

On the van’s first overseas shipment, Mobil Oil 
Co. sent the household effects of one of its executives 
from Westport, Conn., to Guatemala. The goods filled 
nine vans weighing 9846 lb. At an air freight rate 
of 23 cents a pound, Mobil saved $226.70 on the 
reduced van weight alone. 


Squatting solidly on its skid is the new 60-lb air van 
developed for Sofia. Van brings improved techniques 
and cost-cutting procedures to hhg moving

The move was the largest air shipment of house- 
hold goods ever sent by Mobil, packed by Sofia, or 
hauled by Eastern Air Lines. Eastern took it to 
Houston where Pan American picked it up in a C54 
for the flight to Guatemala City. For Pan Am it was 
the largest cargo of personal effects ever shipped over- 
seas. 

The new air vans were strong and easy to handle 
so that goods went right into them at the house, then 
to the airport. Pan Am has required plywood vans for 
its Latin American shipments because of moisture 
and handling conditions, but expects to do much busi- 
ness with this new van. The packing took 200 man 
hours.

container cargo. Many authorities 
believe that by 1965 a large part 
of the package freight moving in 
coastal trade, including service to 
Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and 
other islands, will move in con- 
tainers. 

Container cargo and unitized 
freight will probably benefit each 
mode of transportation to a dif- 
ferent degree. Each in turn will 
develop the container concept to 


the extent dictated by individual 
economies. 

The history of containerization 
is long. Problems of standards, 
labor, equipment costs, and gov- 
ernment regulations are formida- 
ble. However, economies resulting 
from containerization are a strong 
force motivating shippers and car- 
riers to overcome these difficulties. 


The Economics of Containers 


Companies find advantages in 
containerization through: 
1. Lower freight rates.

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2. Lower handling costs. 

3. Lower in-transit insurance 
cost. 

4. Reduction of product damage 
in transit. 

5. Reduction or elimination of 
pilferage during shipment. 

6. Reduction of traffic problems. 

7. Reduction of warehousing 
problems. 

The rate saving can be seen in 
this example. Company A has a 
two-commodity, two-trailer load 
shipment from Philadelphia to At- 
lanta, Ga. Under normal highway 
transport, it would move at regu- 
lar commodity rates and volumes 
for each product. If one product 
was bottle caps the load would 
cost $330—a 30,000 lb load at $1.10 
per cwt. If the second item was 
aluminum bars, castings, or ex- 
trusions, the cost would be $408— 
$1.36 per cwt for the 30,000 Ib. 

These two trailers moving under 
Plan 3 piggy-back, ramp to ramp, 
would cost $437. To this must be 
added the cost of moving the trail- 
ers through the streets at origin 
and destination. This will amount 
to $12-$15 per trailer. The railroad 
loading charge must also be added. 
This is about $5 or $6 per trailer. 
The extra cost for moving trailers 
at both ends of the line will be $68 
to $84. 

In summary, highway transport 
will cost $738. Piggy-back will cost 
$521. The savings to the shipper 
will be $217. A load imbalance 
may materially affect this saving. 








If the movement increases imbal- 
ance of equipment at a terminal, 
necessitating the return of emp- 
ties, savings may be fully offset. 

Lower handling costs can be 
seen in an example from overseas 
shipping. At present, it is not un- 
common to have several block-long 
lines of truck trailers waiting to 
be unloaded dock-side. Once the 
truck is able to discharge its 
cargo, a good dock crew can han- 
dle a 20-ton load in about one 
hour. The crew may consist of 
eight men. The cost is about $3 
per man hour. And there may be 
a union requirement that more 
than one crew stand by for emer- 
gencies. 

Containerized, a load of 20 tons 
can be removed from the trailer 
and stowed aboard the ship, using 
one man, in less than five minutes. 
Costly delays of truck drivers and 
equipment as well as _ pilferage 
have been eliminated. Similarly 
substantial savings are realized by 
the ship operators through faster 
turnaround. 

However, the costs of additional 
equipment required for loading 
containers do offset some of the 
savings. 

Reduction of product damage 
has also been credited to the new 
shipping method. Recently the air 
force judge advocate generals held 
a discussion concerning damage

claims for personal property 
moved overseas. Claims paid for 
loss and damage to household 
goods were reported as high. 

Following this conference a 
committee was formed to deal 
with the problem. It set as its ob- 
jective a better-quality service 
through the use of the best car- 
riers and equipment, an improved 
system of surveillance of those 
handling household goods, and the 
use of dustproof, waterproof con- 
tainers. 

Containerization cuts traffic and 
scheduling problems for many car- 
riers. The recent exodus of our 
population to the suburbs has 
called upon our transportation sys- 
tem to be more flexible in meeting 
the desires and wants of a grow- 
ing and migrating population. The 
spread of much city growth has 
been along highways rather than 
along rail and water routes. 

To combat these problems many 
motor carriers have relocated their 
freight terminals outside con- 
gested metropolitan areas. They 
have scheduled city deliveries for 
night or early morning. 

Through use of containers, the 
handling of goods at terminals can 
be expedited. Night deliveries can 
be increased. Most major termi- 
nals operate 24 hours a day. Yet 
they can generally make deliveries 
only during daylight hours. Con-

tainers offer the advantage of 
night drop off, pick up empty, and 
unload during the day. 

Containers also reduce ware- 
housing problems. As demands for 
operating capital have grown, 
many managers have reduced the 
money invested in inventory and 
warehousing. In many cases com- 
panies that are able to transport 
goods in a shorter period of time 
can reduce the amount of inven- 
tory they must have on hand. 

In addition, savings are possible 
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through the elimination of ware- 
housing space. For many compan- 
ies distribution from a warehouse 
is limited to a short distance by 
slow loading and unloading of 
trucks and trailers. 

The use of containers allows for 
quicker and more frequent deliv- 
eries from primary warehouse cen- 
ters to secondary distribution 
points. At some secondary distri- 
bution points, warehouses may be 
eliminated by having delivery 
trucks pick up an entire container 
and deliver to individual stores di- 
rectly from the container. 

Here is an example of how con- 
tainerization can help a company 
in moving its products faster: 

The company has a warehouse 
200 miles from one of its primary 
production facilities. At the close 
of each working day a loaded 
trailer was dispatched from the 
plant for night travel and early 
morning arrival at the warehouse. 
At an intermediate point, a small 
distribution center had been es- 
tablished. 

The trailer was usually stopped 
at this center to unload a small 
quantity of goods. The stop neces- 
sitated the opening of the center 
by a responsible employe and the 
itemizing or official receipting of 
goods received. 

Then the operation was contain- 
erized. The company has been able 
to do the following: 

1. Eliminate the goods kept on 
hand at the center. They are now 
warehoused while being trans- 
ported to the customer. 

2. Abandon the distribution 
center. The cost of its operation 
has been eliminated. 

3. Cut the truck drivers delay 
to a stop long enough to set off a 
container loaded with goods at a

convenient spot. The driver no 
longer has the problem of han- 
dling extra paper work. 

This example may seem like a 
natural for some form of trailer 
movement. But the key to this 0 - 
eration is in small unit loads of 
less than trailer volume. It is cer- 
tainly more economical to tie up 
one 8-ft x 8-ft container than a 
whole trailer van. 

The current interest in modern 
transportation methods focuses at- 
tention on railroad operations and 
trailer-on-flatcar loadings. The 
question arises, “Is the container 
or the trailer the key to the future 
of this type of service?” 

Main advantages of piggy-back 
operation to the railroads are 
speed of service, greater utiliza- 
tion of equipment, and lower in- 
itial cost for yard facilities. It is 
reported that with the current 
volume of piggy-back loadings, the 
movement of freight is consider- 
ably faster than normal boxcar 
movement. TOFC is not necessar- 
ily faster than motor carrier serv- 
ice. This varies. 

With all these advantages, it is 
nevertheless possible that piggy- 
back operation may in the not-too- 
distant future decline in favor of 
container operations. Many rail- 
roads are using, studying, and 
planning container freight move- 
ment. Basically, there are several 
reasons why this may happen: 

1. Elimination of multi-state 
highway licensing. 

2. Special routing requirements 
required by limited clearances for 
piggy-back trailers. 

3. Off-balance load characteris- 
tics and high center of gravity of 
trailers on flatcars. 

4. Slower train speeds required 
by unbalanced trailer loads. 
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5. Equipment purchase savings. 

For the immediate future, I be- 
lieve that piggy-back equipment 
will still be purchased in the form 
of complete trailers. It will take 
some time for all the roads to ac- 
cumulate experience with the dif- 
ferent types of equipment avail- 
able. 

Many of the roads are just be- 
ginning to enter TOFC on a full 
scale. While most of them offer 
some form of piggy-back service, 
their experience has been very 
limited to date. Likewise, most 
interchange has been carried on 
through separate agreements. 

At the present time the roads 
are collecting and comparing 
piggy-back cost data with the view 
of establishing per diem charges 
for equipment while off-line. The 
establishment of these charges 
will promote the unrestricted 
transfer of one road’s equipment 
to all other lines. This will prob- 
ably prompt the movement toward 
compatible equipment. 

Standard container sizes were 
adopted recently by the American 
Standards Association. This or- 
ganization is continuing its pro- 
gram to standardize strength and 
materials handling features. Be- 
low is an outline of construction 
features and applications for sev- 
eral types of containers. Some of 
these will probably change follow- 
ing standards acceptance.

Containerization: A Look Ahead 


These containers generally are 
aluminum panels or sides fastened 
to a steel frame and corner posts. 
They are durable and reasonably 
maintenance free with no special 
coating required for the alu- 
minum. 

2. Bulk, Dry, and Refrigerated 
Commodities — Van size. These 
containers are also aluminum pan- 
els or sides fastened to steel 
frames and corner posts. Light in 
weight and durable, they feature 
low maintenance. The steel parts 
are used for strength to facilitate 
stacking. These units are stacked 
five or more high in the holds of 
several container ships.

Depending on design, weight 
could vary between 900 and 38000 
lb. As a rule of thumb, weight of 
all aluminum vans would be about 
120 lb per ft length. They cost 
about $100 per ft of length. These 
figures will vary widely with de- 
sign and only indicate a range for 
comparative purposes. 

They are primarily manufac- 
tured by major highway trailer 
manufacturers. Units vary in size 
from 8 ft x 8 ft x 12 ftto8ftx8 
ft x 37 ft. Costs vary from about 
$1500 to over $7500, depending on 
size, construction, and equipment. 

Unit life is good. Some users re- 
port more careful handling with 


these containers. There is no odor 
or sanitation problem. 


Magnesium 


1. Dry Commodities — Van size. 
These units are 20-ft long, 8-ft 
wide and 8-ft high. They weigh 
little for their size. Standard mag- 
nesium sheet and extruded chan- 
nels are used in all of their con- 
struction except for the skid 
bottoms. They are steel. Magne- 
sium also is used for the lining. 

Present applications have been 
largely in scientific field work in 
remote areas of the world. How- 
ever, because they are large, light, 
and air-transportable, significant 
markets could develop in trans- 
portation. 

Potential applications for this 
unit are transporting and storing 
frozen foods, industrial and mili- 
tary chemicals, electronic and 
missile equipment, and other ma- 
terials requiring floatation, tem- 
perature, or moisture controls. 
Principal disadvantages are high 
fabrication cost, forming difficul- 
ties, and explosion hazards. 

Plastic 


1. Bulk Commodities—Van size. 
Recently introduced, this con- 
tainer is made of epoxy-glass fiber 
panels bonded to a steel frame. A 
unit 24 ft long, 8 ft wide, and 8 ft 
high weighs 2800 Ib. 

Some units can carry a 40,000- 
Ib load by railroad, ship, or truck. 
They are rigid and resistant to 
abrasion fatigue, chemicals, and 
salt water. For storage in the hold 
of a ship they can be stacked. 

Little application and price in- 
formation on this unit is available 
because it is still being evaluated 
by the manufacturer. 

2. Refrigerated Commodities — 
Cargo size. Another recently intro- 
duced unit, it is made of molded 
reinforced plastics and heavily in- 
sulated for dry-ice transport. It re- 
places a container with a wooden 
structure and plastic exterior. The 
new container is lighter, more effi- 
cient, and cheaper. 

The original unit was priced at 
$8000 while the all-plastic model 
costs about $4700. Size data is not 
available.

more than a week before. The 
contents have not been touched 
since loading at the shipper’s 
warehouse. 


Perishables 


Some of this cargo includes 
highly perishable commodities, 
such as bananas, tomatoes, and 
fresh meat. Grocers and military 
commissaries in Alaska are finally 
receiving goods farm-fresh. Elec- 
tric-powered refrigeration and 
heating systems in the container 
vans hold temperature constant 
throughout the 2000-mile voyage. 

Pioneering this new freight 
service—called container van fast 
freight cargo—are Clark Equip- 
ment Co.’s Brown Trailer Divi- 
sion and Alaska Freight Lines, 
Inc. 


How It’s Done 


AFL operates a fleet of 60 trac- 
tors out of its Seattle and Alas- 
kan truck terminals, running on 
both gasoline and diesel fuel. An 
assortment of 48 smaller trucks 
operated out of the company’s 


Tacoma, Wash., terminal handles 
small mixed orders to the main 
marshaling point in Seattle for 
transfer to container vans. 

The big tractors move the con- 
tainer vans—200 40-ft units and 
200 30-ft units—on 2 = special 
trailer chassis. The larger vans 
carry up to 50,000 lb of cargo to 
a unit. 

Vans are taken to the shipper’s 
warehouse. There, cargo is loaded. 
Refrigeration or heating equip- 


Through 


ment, as required, is adjusted to 
proper temperature control and 
the van is sealed. The cargo is 
not moved nor is the seal re- 
moved until the van is delivered 
to the consignee’s door. 

Tractors move the containers to 
the Seattle loading dock where a 
45-ton crane lifts the big contain- 
ers off their power units and puts 
them down on 204-ft barges. 
Ocean-going tow boats haul the 
loaded barges to Anchorage in 


summer and to the all-year port 
of Seward in winter. The sea voy- 
age requires less than five days. 

At the Alaskan port, the proc- 
ess is simply reversed. 

Occasionally, some units are 
landed similarly enroute at Val- 
dez—an intermediate port in 
Alaska. 

Each barge carries 36 container 
vans stacked two deep. The four 
boxes nearest the bow and the 
six sternmost are 30-ft vans. All 


ticket for 


the rest are 40-ft units. As soon 
as the vans have been locked in 
place, two self-contained gener- 
ators on the bow of each barge 
cut in to supply the reefers’ re- 
frigeration equipment at 220 volts. 

Van cargo capacity alone is 720 
tons per barge. In addition, mis- 
cellaneous cargo is shipped in the 
hatches, and two passenger auto- 
mobiles are carried atop each 
stack of vans. 


There’s a difference between 


Costly standbys and dockside delays are eliminated when freight goes by van. Here, complete trailers are on barge 
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container van fast freight cargo 
and the widely acclaimed fishy- 
back method of transporting 
loaded trailer units by ship—al- 
though AFL moves cargo by both 
methods. In fishy-back shipments, 
complete trailers—wheels and all 
—are placed aboard. 

But for its fast freight cargo 
service, AFL transfers the con- 
tainer van only, leaving running 
gear and chassis at dockside to 
perform other jobs. This method 


Return cargo is scant—mainly 
used equipment, household fur- 
nishings of personnel returning 
“to the mainland,” and govern- 
ment munitions. Tinned goods are 
carried back to Washington in the 
fishing season. 

The loaded barges draw only 
11-12 ft of water and are more 
easily loaded and unloaded than 
ships. Shelter for cargo is built 
into the containers themselves, 
so that a ship’s superstructure

conserves space afloat and reduces 
gross shipping weight. 

Another feature thought to be 
unique in the AFL operation: the 
trucking firm owns and operates 
its own seagoing fleet, including 
the barges and 10 tow boats. 

AFL maintains complete ware- 
house, shop, offices, piers and load- 
ing facilities at Seattle, Tacoma, 
Anchorage, and Seward. It also 
operates a truck terminal at Fair- 
banks. 


would serve only as an obstacle 
to handling operations and dead- 
weight in transit. Further, an 
AFL barge convoy is manned by 
a crew of only 14. 

Because the containers are 
sealed from the time they leave 
the shipper’s warehouse until 
they are delivered to the con- 
signee, damage in transit and pil- 
ferage are eliminated. 

Since temperature control is 
maintained throughout the trip, 


spoilage and other deleterious ef- 
fects, such as shrinkage of meat, 
are minimized. These advantages, 
in turn, tend to reduce insurance 
premiums. 

There are several other at- 
tractive economic aspects; cost- 
ly handling is reduced, six to one, 
in many instances. Only two of 
these 12 typical piecemeal trans- 
fers are required: loading a ship- 
per’s warehouse, unloading to 
dock warehouse, loading to lift 
boards, unloading to ship’s hold, 
loading to lift boards, unloading 
to dock warehouse, loading to lift 
boards, unloading to freight cars, 
unloading to freight shed, loading 
to lift boards, unloading to deliv- 
ery trucks, unloading at destina- 
tion. AFL does the first and last, 
omits the 10 intermediate piece- 
meal handling operations. 

Packaging problems are simpli- 
fied. 


No Standby 


Labor savings are remarkable. 
There are no standby crews paid 
to wait while complications of 
trans-shipment delay the work. 
The 36 containers carried by one 
barge are loaded in five hours by 
an 1l-man gang plus six tie-down 
men and a crane operator. That’s 
720 tons to 90 man-hours, or eight 
tons loaded per man-hour. @

HERE DO we stand on con- 

tainerization? The fibre box 

industry must carefully 
consider two probable effects on 
its products. 

To what extent will its pack- 
aging be displaced by forms of 
containerization? And to what ex- 
tent can our present packaging 
levels be reduced because of con- 
tainerization? 

In any appraisal, these questions 
should be considered separately 
for van-type, cargo-type, and pal- 
let-box containers. To assess the 
possible effect on the fibre box 
industry from these containers, re- 
member that, with relatively few 
exceptions, the shipper (our cus- 
tomer), using our boxes, pays 
freight charges on the weight of 
the shipping container at the same 
rate which applies to the contents. 
This is not equally true with con- 
tainers. The freight charges ap- 
plicable to the weight of the con- 
tainer tend to be absorbed by the 
carrier. 

The van-type container offers a 
fairly remote probability of our 
packaging being distanced. But it 
offers the probability that pack- 
aging will be reduced in strength 
qualities. 


The promoters of the use of van- ~ 


type containers (piggy-back, fishy- 
back, and birdy-back) are numer- 
ous. They claim that the hazards 
inherent in this type of transpor- 
tation are significantly less than 
when the same shipments move in 
norma! rail or truck service. 
They also contend that loading 
into and from vans is done more 
carefully and competently by ship- 
per’s and receiver’s personnel. 
Also that freight is not subjected 
to intermediate transfers or han- 
dlings. And that the closed van 
makes the landing safe from pil- 
ferage and weather damage. It is 
held, too, that trailer wheels and 
undercarriage reduce shocks 
transmitted to the lading. 


Fibre boxes: fit 


Containerization is presenting a formidable challenge 


It is doubtful whether at this 
time these spokesmen can present 
conclusive evidence of reduced 
claim payments, establishing the 
truth of this contention that van 
transportation is less hazardous. 

Freight handled in piggy-back 
today is not necessarily subject to 
packaging requirements which 
govern movement in rail freight 
service. 

In 1960, the railroads reported 
that they handled 554,212 cars of 
“highway trailers or highway con- 
tainers” on flatcars. This total 
was 33.1 per cent more than the 
316,499 cars handled in 1959 and 
99.3 per cent more than the 278,- 
071 cars handled in 1958. 

Unfortunately, these figures are 
not reported separately for trail- 
ers versus van containers; nor do 
they tell us whether the cars car- 
ried “containers” of truck line, 
railroad, or shipper ownership.

Five Plans 


There are five piggy-back plans. 
Plan I involves movement of 
freight in trailers (or trailer bod- 
ies) owned by motor carriers on 
railroad-owned flatcars. The trans- 
portation contract is between the 
shipper and the truck line. Pack- 
aging must conform to the motor 
carrier requirements. Such re- 
quirements, as far as fibreboard 
packaging is concerned, are less 
demanding than the requirements 
of the railroads. 

Plan II involves the movement 
of freight in trailers (or trailer 
bodies) owned by railroads on 
flatears owned by the railroads.

The contract here is between the 
shipper and the railroad, but the 
rates have been usually lifted bod- 
ily by the railroads from tariffs of 
competitive truck lines. They are 
frequently subject to truck, rather 
than rail, packaging requirements. 

Plan III covers the movement of 
freight in trailers (or trailer bod- 
ies) owned by shippers on flatcars 
owned by the railroads. The rail- 
road holds itself responsible only 
for the safe transportation of the 
trailer and contents from loading 
ramp to unloading ramp. 

And unless there is evidence of 
improper handling by the railroad 
enroute or external damage to the 
trailer, the railroad disclaims re- 
sponsibility for damage to the lad- 
ing. The shipper is probably free 
to select any packaging he con- 
siders adequate. 

Plan IV is very similar to Plan 
III except that the flatcar is also 
owned or leased by the shipper 
and the railroad supplies only the 
right-of-way and motive power 
needed. The comments relating to 
responsibility for packaging and 
damage under Plan III, also apply 
to Plan IV. 

Plan V is a modification of Plan 
I to the extent that it involves 
movement of trucker’s trailers (or 
trailer bodies) on railroad-owned 
flatears. Here, however, the rail- 
roads join with the motor carriers 
in establishing joint rates to or 
from points beyond the railroad 
served by the truck line. Here 
again the motor carriers’ packing 
requirements govern. 

Many shippers undoubtedly re- 
alize that the packing require- 
ments for freight in van service 
are more lenient than those main- 
tained by the railroads for normal 
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for containers? 


to the fibre box industry requiring new ideas, designs 


freight handling and, when ship- 
ments move under Plans III and 
IV, packaging is essentially (if 
not legally) at the discretion of 
the shipper. The Bulk Packaging 
and Containerization Institute can 
be expected to spread this mes- 
sage further. 

Considering this plus the fact 
that freight now moving in ship- 
per’s owned or leased trucks or 
via contract motor carriers can 
now be packaged without regard to 
rail Rule 41 or Rule 5 of the motor 
common carriers, it can be antici- 
pated that competitive pressures 
will act toward a further erosion 
of Rule 41 for all freight. 

In addition to the probable 
down-grading of packaging, it is 
reasonable to expect that shippers 
will try shipping in vans without 
the regular domestic shipping con- 
tainer. This might take the form 
of loading canned goods into a 
van with the cans placed in a shal- 
low tray or of sending products to 
market in a retail shelf-type con- 
tainer. 

There have been predictions that 
freight moving for export outside 
the country in vans can be shipped 
in domestic packaging rather than 
export packaging, which would be 
of some advantage to the fibre box 
industry. In fact, some steamship 
lines have already announced their 
willingness to accept products in 
domestic packaging when those 
products are placed in vans before 
being loaded aboard ship. 

This, of course, would be in our 
favor. Remember that only about 
10 per cent of our national prod- 
uct is exported—the other 90 per 
cent moves within the country. 

It is difficult to draw a fine dis- 
tinction between the smallest van 
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containers and the larger cargo 
containers, but consider the latter 
as being the intermediate size. 
They basically fall into two 
groups. One for handling bulk or 
liquid products. The other group 
includes materials handling and 
shipping devices. 

The bulk kind would seem to be 
in more immediate competition 
with tank cars and covered hopper 
cars (and comparable motor car- 
rier equipment) at the one ex- 
treme, and bags, sacks, and drums 
at the other extreme. A number of 
companies in our industry have 
been developing bulk containers 
for dry chemicals and similar 
granular products. 

This development can be ad- 
versely affected by these bulk 
cargo containers, particularly 
where they are transported free in 
both directions by being consid- 
ered parts of the car or truck. 

Even more competitive are the 
cargo materials handling devices: 
racks, crates, trays, and bins so 
widely used in the automotive 
parts field. The railroads have 
generally accorded these devices 
net weight transportation and free 
return. It has been conceded that 
trays and bins can be made of 
fibreboard, or fibreboard and wood 
or metal and be entitled to the 
same free transportation privi- 
leges. 

Practically, however, with the 
lighter tare weight of our prod- 
ucts entirely negated by the tar-

iffs, there is a definite advantage 
to the multi-trip containers. We 
have lost substantial business in 
the automotive field with the pros- 
pect of losing more business. 

A number of people in the fibre 
box industry have indicated that 
since this competitive advantage 
exists in favor of the heavy metal 
reuseable devices, our industry is 
precluded from developing pack- 
ages which might otherwise be 
successfully introduced. There is 
some likelihood that this use of 
handling devices will spread into 
fields other than the automotive 
industry—a further disadvantage. 


Pallet Containers 


Here, too, it is difficult to dis- 
tinguish between the cargo con- 
tainers and the pallet boxes since 
sizes tend to overlap. 

By rail, particularly where a 
pallet may have standing sides and 
ends, and the free transportation 
is not limited to a maximum 
weight, our products are at some 
disadvantage when in competition 
with pallet boxes made of wood 
or metal. As long as free return 
of these pallet boxes is not author- 
ized, however, products can be de- 
signed for single trip use probably 
at a cost which will enable them 
to compete economically with the 
heavier multi-trip pallet boxes. 

There is a possibility here also 
that shippers will be disposed to 
eliminate individual packaging and 
use this type of container for a 
multiple of units of a product. 
This idea has been receiving study 
by shippers of fruits and vege- 
tables for shipment to repackers 
who prepare the product for dis- 
tribution to retail stores by pack- 
aging it in consumer units. 

One possible application which 
should concern us is that the 
breweries or the food canners may 
decide to use a wire mesh bin of

Automation of handling in ware- 
houses was a discussion at the 
show and Barrett-Cravens Co. was 
represented. Its electronic driver- 
less tractors are used at one Michi- 
gan warehouse with 200 trailers to 
automatically move parts. No 
driver is needed. There is no physi- 
cal connection between guide wire 
and tractors. A sensing device on 
each tractor follows signals re- 
ceived from the wire. 

There are 25 stop stations in 
this warehouse system. At the end 
of the work day, a recall pushbut- 
ton directs all tractors to a central 
battery charging station. The next 
day they automatically “remem- 
ber” to return to their location of 
the previous day when the guide 
wire is again energized. 

New product developments in 
three industrial areas — steel 
strapping, high-speed box stitch- 
ing, and high-density warehousing 
—were displayed by Acme Steel 
Co. The steel strapping machine 
is air powered and electrically con- 
trolled. It weighs 75 lb and can 
handle any degree of automation. 
A dual head model is capable, ac- 
cording to Acme, of bottom closing 
600 cartons an hour. Drive-in and 
drive-through rack units were 
shown too.

IR CARGO now contributes 
A little more than 250 million 
dollars annually to cargo 
revenue. However, with revenue 
from this source exploding to an 
estimated annual $3 or $4 billion 
by 1975, its impact on total indus- 
trial planning and activity in the 
decade ahead can hardly be ig- 
nored. 

The industrial complex to han- 
dle such growth has progressed 
no further than preliminary plan- 
ning. Construction firms, suppli- 
ers of material handling and other 
equipment, and financial institu- 
tions acting together must design 
an integrated complete system of 
material handling from source to 
user. Without systems and stand- 
ardization the ability of the air 
cargo carrier to absorb this new 
business is questionable. 

The physical aspect of contain- 
erization whether on a pallet or 
in a package container is only a 
small segment of the complete ma- 
terials handling system; albeit the 
very backbone of the system. This 
is the area in which we are in- 
terested. In this area standardiza- 
tion can start. 

It would be desirable that 
standards for containerization be 
interchangeable for all modes of 
transportation. However, 99 per 
cent of cargo is handled by rail, 
truck, and ship. Having fewer 
critical limitations (dimensions, 
weight, etc.) these carriers can at- 
tain more efficient standards than 
are possible for air cargo. On the 
other hand, any standard for air 
cargo must be compatible with 
transportation to and from the air 
terminal. 

The great initial expense of the 
airplane and its dimensional limi- 
tations impose conditions on the 
design of an efficient material han- 
dling system. The airplane earns 
money only when it is loaded and 
in the air. Any delay on the 
ground is expensive. 

So the handling system must be 
devised for rapid loading of the 
plane with optimum net payload. 


Container standards 


and air freight 


Here are seven criteria which should be 


kept in mind in creating standards for 


containers for use in air transportation 


Conclusions reached in independ- 
ent studies of the problem agree 
that the concept of preloaded pal- 
lets for loading and restraining 
cargo in the plane offers the best 
starting point for rapid loading. 
A master pallet is used on which 
to consolidate cargo in the ter- 
minal. Individual pieces of cargo 
are restrained to the pallet with 
tie downs and cargo net, depend- 
ing on the size and/or product 
mix. The pallet is moved to the 
airplane on self propelled cargo 
loaders designed for the purpose. 

A standard master pallet size of 
88 x 108 in. has been recom- 
mended for military service. These 
dimensions provide the greatest 
utility for the maximum number 
of aircraft configurations. All con- 
tainers and special purpose pal- 
lets should be modular with this 
size. These dimensions, although 


not ideal, are compatible with 
U. S. truck and railroad car 
standards. They appear acceptable 
for comercial standards for air 
cargo requirements. 

Since the original studies are 
by no means conclusive it may 
yet develop that containers are 
superior to pallets. This may be 
more true of commercial opera- 
tions where it is possible to more 
nearly balance the flow of cargo 
in both directions. 

In any event re-usable contain- 
ers have a definite place in any 
air logistic system when the con- 
tainer serves some purpose in ad- 
dition to cargo consolidation. In- 
sulated containers for shipment 
of perishable or frozen food stuffs, 
packaging of high value equip- 
ment or supplies which require 
added protection are examples.

Shipment of cargo by air freight 
is the fifth development. 

Air freight, to many people, is 
an emergency measure. Compari- 
son of point to point rates with 
surface transportation rates in- 
hibits some from using it. Imag- 
ined schedule unreliability inhib- 
its others. But an increasing num- 
ber of companies are finding air 
freight a means of distribution 
which not only cuts transit time,

but cuts total distribution cost as 
well. 

In the past, a world shortage of 
aircraft has led the scheduled 
air carrier industry to put avail- 
able equipment to its most profit- 
able use— passenger transporta- 
tion. This policy has resulted in a 
tremendous growth in the indus- 
try since World War II. 

In 1954, the airlines developed 
a “total marketing concept.” It 
shows prospective customers how 
to cut total distribution cost and 
increase profits by the use of air 
freight. 

The first step in this sales ap- 
proach is to make an analysis of 
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present costs. Included, besides 
the cost of freight, are inventory, 
warehousing, packing, handling, as 
well as taxes, insurance, rent on 
warehouses, salaries of warehouse 
personnel, and interest charges on 
money tied up in inventory. By 
eliminating much of the ware- 
housing and related costs, ship- 
ment by air freight can be shown 
to save money in many cases. 

Let us look at some of the rea- 
sons why we, as shippers, might 
be inclined to predict that accel- 
erated growth is at hand. Besides 
equipping themselves with planes 
specially designed for cargo, the 
airlines realize that their ground 
handling activities are totally in- 
adequate and are addressing them- 
selves to this problem. These and 
many other factors lead some in

the industry to believe that air 
freight rates will drop 30 to 50 
per cent in the foreseeable future. 

If these reductions materialize, 
the comparison of total distribu- 
tion cost by air with that of sur- 
face transportation will favor air 
for a much larger list of com- 
modities. 

When these five developments 
are assessed as a whole, it is easy 
to see that the country’s physical 
distribution processes are on the 
verge of a substantial speed-up 
with a corresponding reduction in 
leadtimes. But how does a cut in 
leadtime reduce the inventories 
needed to carry on our business? 

Inventories are cut in two ways. 
First, since the leadtime is short- 


ened, the abnormal demand which | 


might develop during the leadtime 
is less. So, less safety stock is 
necessary to take care of possible 
abnormal demand. Secondly, the 
cut in leadtime makes it possible 
to give our customers the service 
they require from longer dis- 
tances. This makes it possible to 
close regional warehouses and dis- 
tribute from one plant stock or, at 
most, from plant stock plus a few 
warehouses. 

Raytheon Manufacturing Co. is 
an excellent example of a company 
that has adopted and profited by 
the total marketing concept. All 
the developments I have men- 
tioned are part of its routine 
procedure. 

Orders are received on punched 
tape, processed on a computer, 
and shipped country-wide by air 
freight. As a result, all ware- 
houses have been or will be closed, 
with shipments made from a sin- 
gle distribution center. Annual 
savings of $250,000 are indicated. 

What should we as businessmen 
do to take advantage of these de- 
velopments? Be aware of them 
and of the concept that inventory 
can be reduced by adopting them. 
Study these and others in the field 
to see which ones apply to our 
operations. This can be done by a 
distribution study.

The coordinated transportation 
service that containerization will 
bring will, because of highway 
weight limits, promote lighter ma- 
terials. 

At present, shipboard container 
operations are limited by heavy 
containers and the difficulty of 
handling them with ship’s gear. In 
many applications for special com- 
modities, it may be possible to use 
a lightweight container that will 
reduce gross weight. Thus the 
number of units that can be loaded 
with shipboard equipment will be 
increased. 

Railroads have used steel con- 
tainers in most cases. However, 
once their equipment must be 
transferable to highway carriers, 
the weight problem will arise. 
Many railroads now use sizeable 
volumes of handling equipment ca- 
able of loading or unloading con- 
tainers. However, the limits of 
this equipment are real. Any added 
weight in the container may seri- 
ously tax the equipment’s ability. 
In remote areas, such high-capac- 
ity loading devices may not be 
available. 

In the area of compatible stand- 
ards and systems, it is believed 
that 1965 will have brought about 
a family of container sizes, han- 
dling mechanisms, and appurte- 
nances compatible with the equip- 
ment of all modes of transport. 
The efforts of many groups have 
been coordinated through the 
American Standards Associations’ 
MH-5 Committee to arrive at size 
standards. Units will have an 8 ft 
x 8 ft cross section with a length 
of 40 ft, 30 ft, 20 ft, or 10 ft. 

Aside from the problems asso- 
ciated with the lack of standardi- 
zation of container equipment are 
labor problems. Containerized 
freight is intended to—and does— 
reduce labor required in transpor- 
tation. 

Throughout our economic his- 
tory, there has been a continuing 
effort toward higher productivity 
per manhour. Much of this is 
called automation. The adaptation 
of containers to maritime service

has now been termed automation 
by the maritime unions. However, 
some real progress has been made 
in water transportation labor 
practices in handling container- 
ized cargoes. 

Other similar negotiations out- 
side the U. S. have been in prog- 
ress for some time. They have not 
been nearly so successful. Here 
activity is bogged down because 
agreement on the amount of roy- 
alty necessary to cushion the ef- 
fects upon labor cannot be 
reached. 

The displacement of any large 
group of men by machines has in 
the past brought about an in- 
creased number of jobs overall. 
The problem in containerization is 
a local, short-range unemployment 
situation. Eventually, it will be 
seen only as a delaying factor. 

Without a doubt, these problems 
will be solved in the near future. 
The framework is established. It 
is just a matter of time until the 


foreign customs situation can be 
dealt with. 

The cost of containers and 
equipment is a third problem. A 
box 8 ft x 8 ft x 20 ft costs about 
$1500 in steel; $2000 in aluminum; 
and $6000 in plastic. 

This is only a part of the total 
cost. We must put wheels under 
the container. For highway use 
these will cost $3500. Thus a 
$4500 trailer is replaced by a $5000 
to $5500 container-trailer combi- 
nation. This gives a price advan- 
tage to the trailer. 

On the other hand, one set of 
wheels is not required for each 
container. This will depend on the 
application. Presently, some _ in- 
stallations vary from a ratio of 1-1 
to 3-1. 

If the container potential is to 
be realized, we must have a con- 
tainer-plus-wheels cost closer to 
the cost of the present trailer. 

The trailer has developed 
through many stages of size and

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configuration in a relatively short 
time. It is not impossible for the 
container to go through the same 
evolution so that by the end of 
this decade we will have units 
efficiently mass produced. 


The final problem in the con- | 
tainer concept is that container- | 
ized freight usually requires more | 


than one type of carrier. Some 
degree of cooperation and an equi- 


table distribution of the saving is | 


needed among the carriers. The 
absence of integrated carrier sys- 
tems and the historic competition 
among forms of carriage has re- 
tarded the growth of containeriza- 
tion. 

The economies of containeriza- 
tion are a great force in its favor. 
Carrier management and shippers 
are looking for more economical 
freight movement. Similarly, ship- 
pers have long worked for a sin- 
gle-carrier concept. But, with few 
exceptions, there have been no in- 
tegrated systems. Each type of 
carrier competes with all others. 
Cooperation, for some, may mean 
a loss of business. 

However, a realignment is now 
taking place. Many of our major 
air freight carriers are coordi- 
nating their service with motor 
carriers. Thus we have joint rates 
and single document shipping. 

Similar coordination is also be- 
ing carried on between rails and 
motor carriers. It is available to a 
limited extent. Not economical for 
short movements, this service pro- 
duces economies on a long-haul 
basis. 

I am not saying that in the fu- 
ture all long-haul freight move- 
ment will combine short-haul truck 
and long-haul rail coordination. It 
is a well-known fact that the pres- 
ent long-haul trucker is experi- 
menting with double-bottom rigs 
for more economical long-haul op- 
erations. 

My point is that coordination 
agreements between air, rail, ship, 
and motor carriers are growing at 
a continuing rate and producing 
low-cost, efficient transportation. 

All of these major problems will 


be difficult to overcome. They may | 


be of such magnitude that they 
halt containerization’s growth for 
several years. However, 
unlikely. @

the type used by the automobile 
industry to ship canned beer in 
carry-out cartons or canned goods 
in trays. This would dispense with 
fibreboard shipping containers 
now used. 

Almost every week an effort is 
made, usually by the motor car- 
riers, to publish a basis for the 
free return of pallets for some 
particular product. Generally, the 
ICC frowns on this type of publi- 
cation. But it has conceded in sev- 
eral cases where the freight rate is 
sufficiently remunerative to in- 
clude return transportation, it is 
not inherently wrong to include 
this return of pallets in the out- 
bound rate. 

There seems to be no question 
that containerization will spread 
into all phases of distribution. The 
pace is relatively slow at this 
time. Containers are not standard- 
ized for interchangeability among

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all carriers. It is entirely reason- 
able to anticipate, however, that 
standardization will be accom- 
plished. 

The fibre box industry has dis- 
couraged the net weight and free 
return arrangement through a ser- 
ies of objections filed with the 
railroads and motor carriers. Also 
through complaints and petitions 
addressed to the ICC and the gen- 
eral petition we submitted to the 
ICC. It requested a broad scale 
investigation of the net weight 
and free return tariff arrange- 
ments. 

The ICC declined to institute an 
investigation on its own motion 
and suggested we bring these mat- 
ters to its attention on an individ- 
ual complaint basis. Recently, the 
Fibre Box Association appeared 
before railroad rate-making juris- 
dictions in opposition to a proposal 
which would have allowed all com- 
modities to be shipped in collapsi- 
ble plywood containers at the net 
weight with the containers re- 
turned free. We were successful 
in our opposition to this proposal. 

We feel that the Association 
should continue to object to prop- 
ositions of this nature which give 
a competitive advantage to the 
heavy, reuseable container be- 
cause the carrier subsidizes its 
transportation when loaded and 
returns it free for further use. 

There are other features our 
industry should think about. Con- 
sider to what extent the protective 
quality of our packaging may 
safely be reduced for products 
which are distributed in contain- 
ers. It should be planning to de- 
velop standard sizes of containers 
which can most efficiently utilize 
the loading capacity of a standard 
van-type container. 

Our industry should anticipate 
the ultimate effect of these devel- 
opments on Rule 41. From a purely 
selfish point of view, the fibre box 
industry should examine the prac- 
ticability of the bulk-type con- 
tainer for moving its own raw ma- 
terials—such as starch and chemi- 
cals. @

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It is unlikely that standard 
sizes can be established for pack- 
aging of special equipment such 
as optical equipment, electronic 
gear, test equipment, engines, or 
aircraft and missile components. 
Internal mounting provisions and 
the space limitations imposed by 
the use of the container for life- 
long storage of the equipment are 
more significant factors to the de- 
signer than any consideration for 
standardization. 

Design Criteria 

On the other hand, standardiza- 
tion is desirable for a significant 
number of containers to make the 
attempt worth while. Design cri- 
teria affecting standardization of 
air cargo are: 

1. Sizes should be modular to 

the master pallet size. 

2. Provision should be made for 
stacking containers to a 
height of 9 ft or more. 

3. Skids, if used, should be min- 
imum height and weight as 
they take up the most valu- 
able cube in the airplane and 
add to the tare weight of the 
total package. 

. The container should be 

lightweight yet rugged to 
serve the function for which 
it is designed. 
Insulated containers should 
have a high efficiency ther- 
mal insulation to minimize 
cubic loss in the container 
construction. 

}. Hardware should be flush 
mounted. 

7. Standard panel sizes should 
be used to minimize cost. 
Table I gives allowable outside 
dimensions for a container that 
may be used in any combination 
to fit the master pallet size. Allow- 
ance has been made for loss due 
to pallet side rail detail and for 
fitting the units into the remain- 
ing space. Efficiency will be de- 
termined by the construction of 
the container for optimum pay 
cube and its performance under 
test as prescribed by applicable 

packaging specifications. @

Is a state law valid which 
taxes large trucks but exempts 
smaller ones from taxation? 


A higher court answered this legal 
question in the affirmative. 

For example, in M v. TF 
Cc , 155 N. E. (2d) 224, an Ohio 
state law was litigated. The law, to 
provide revenues to build highways, 
eliminate railway grade crossings, 
levied a highway use tax upon each 
commercial motor vehicle with three 
or more axles. It did not tax smaller 
vehicles. Particularly trucks weigh- 
ing 18,000 and less were exempt from 
taxation. 

One M refused to pay the tax. 
He said that it was discriminatory. 
M argued that such a tax law 
is in contravention of the Fifth and 
Fourteenth Amendments. 

It is interesting to observe that 
the higher court refused to agree 
with M ’s arguments and conten- 
tions. In holding the law valid and 
enforceable, the higher court said that 
the state General Assembly could 
pass valid laws of this kind. This 
higher court went on to explain that 
during investigations the average 
load of motor trucks actually stopped 
and weighed were as follows: three- 
axle single unit trucks transported 
30,120 Ib; three-axle _ tractor-semi- 
trailers, 33,783 lb; four-axle tractor- 
semi-trailers, 48,770 Ib; and five-axle 
or more tractor-semi-trailers, 61,266 
lb, whereas small trucks weighing ap- 
proximately 3000 Ib transport around 
18,000 lb. The testimony also showed 
that the maximum weight which can 
be transported by a three-axle vehicle 
of the short type—which pays a half 
cent axle mile tax—is 43,000 lb, and 
that a combination having five or 
more axles—which pays a two and 
one-half cent axle-mile tax—can carry 
a maximum weight of 78,000 lb. In 
this respect, the court said: 

“It was apparently the conclusion 
of the Legislature following their 
intensive studies that such smaller 
vehicles should be excluded from the 
application of the tax. The exclusion 
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of vehicles of 18,000 lb or less from 
the tax is rational. It may well be 
that there is not a mathematical ex- 
actness in the imposition of the tax, 
but this fact alone will not invalidate 
6 tak...” 

For comparison, see M——- S—— 
F L——, v. B 111 N..8. 
(2d) 568. The court held: 

“The state has the power to levy 
a tax upon vehicles as compensation 
for the use of highways, and such 
power is not barred by the commerce 
clause of the United States Constitu- 
tion (U.S. Const., art I page 8).” 


Is a warehouseman liable 
for damages to stored goods 
by a sprinkler system? 


No. For illustration, in I——- C—— 
A—— v. M , 262 Fed. (2d) 916, 
the testimony showed facts, as fol- 
lows: A warehouse is equipped with 
a dry line sprinkler system. When 
a rupture in the line occurs, as when 
fire melts a sprinkler head, water 
lows into the system. 

One Sunday the chief operating 
engineer in the warehouse heard the 
sprinkler system alarm. On investiga- 
tion he found water spraying from a 
broken pipe, shut off the main valve 
at the other end of the adjoining 
building and returned to find about 3 
in. of water on the floor. He found 
that yarn stored in the warehouse 
had been soaked over an area of some 
1500 sq ft. Timely action on the part 
of warehouse employes to preserve 
the yarn minimized the loss. Never- 
theless, the: total loss to all mer- 
chandise approximated $175,000. 

In court testimony was given which 
proved that the warehouseman had 
exercised due care in installation and 
regular check of the system used. In 
other words, the warehouseman was 
guilty of no lack of due care. Other 
testimony showed that the break was 
caused by water freezing in the pipe 
after it failed to drain into the drip 
drums. This was caused by a slight 
low spot in the system, imperceptible 
to visual inspection, which may have 
occurred as a result of the settling of 
the building. 
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The higher court held that the 
warehouseman was not guilty of lack 
of due care in installing and in check- 
ing on the sprinkler system. Hence, it 
was not liable. 


Must a warehouseman use per- 
fect safety precautions to 
protect his employes? 


For example, in H—— v. S 
C——, 324 S. W. (2d) 92, it was shown 
that an employe was hired to work in 
a warehouse. One day he was serious- 
ly injured while at his regular work. 
The injuries were to a foot and to his 
legs. Later he settled with the ware- 
houseman all claims for damages as a 
result of his injuries and returned to 
work. He was assured at that time by 
the warehouseman that he would con- 
tinue to be employed at only light 
work. The employe was paid only 
eight hundred dollars in this settle- 
ment, but his employer paid his wages 
and his medical and hospital bills dur- 
ing the disability. 

Several weeks later while working 
in the warehouse at what he thought 
was light work he unexpectedly en- 
countered a heavy rug among rugs he 
had assumed were light. He jerked on 
one end of the heavy rug and was 
seriously injured when the rug failed 
to respond as expected. The employe 
sued for heavy damages. 

During the trial the employe testi- 
fied that believing himself to be con- 
fronted with only light rugs, he was 
making no preliminary tests for 
weight before attempting to lift or 
move them. In the process, so he testi- 
fied, he grasped the rug he thought he 
could lift, and his injuries resulted. 
The employe contended that his em- 
ployer was negligent and responsible 
for his injuries. The higher court re- 
fused to award employe any damages, 
saying: 

“There was no occasion for the 
warehouseman to anticipate that ap- 
pellant (employe) would apply force 
to the rugs beyond what was com- 
mensurate with the rugs’ supposed 
weights. His methods of work and the 
place at which he worked were mat- 
ters of his own discretion.”
